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TO THE LITTLETON FIRE DISTRICT:-- 


The undersigned, a committee elected at the last annual meet- 
ing to procure a fire alarm system for the District, respectfully 
report that after an investigation of the merits and cost of several 
manufactures they made a contract with George H. Stevens, of 
Boston, Mass., to put in his system, to consist of two strikers to 
be located in the towers of the Methodist Episcopal and Congre- 
gational churches; six fire alarm boxes to be located by the officers 
of the District; three tappers to be located in the residences of the 
chief engineer and two of the firemen; to furnish batteries, wire, 
and all other necessary apparatus to construct the system and put 
the same in operation to the satisfaction of the committee, for 
$1,000 The system was completed and put ia operation Oct. Ist, 
1991, and accepted by the comnnittee. 

We have heard no complaints, and for this reason believe it 
has given satisfaction to the fire department and the district, and 
trust its frightening alarm will not be more unpleasant in tlie 
future than it has been in the past. 

’ The two churches named very kindly permitted the district to 
use their church towers for the use of strikers, and the Littleton 
Water and Electric Light Company the use of their poles for 
about two and one-half miles upon which to string the wires. 

We would recommend that the District cause to be printed 
suitable cards of a sufficient number to supply all the public 
buildings, Gwellings, offiees and stores in the District, giving loca- 
tion of boxes, number, and proper instructions as to obtaining key 
and in ringing in the alarm in case of fire.

The glass covered box on side of alarm boxes contains the 
key; get the key by breaking glass, and open alarm box; pull 
down the hook, letting go at once. For second alarm pull 
down the hook after first alarm has rung. 


The alarm will indicate the station from which the 
signal was given. Thus, a signal given at Station No. 
42, will be sounded by four strokes of the bell, followed 
by two strokes. This will be repeated so that notice 
will be clearly given that a fire has broken out in the 
vicinity of Station 42, if that be the case, because the 
alarm sounds a four, by four strokes of the bell and a 
two, by two strokes of the bell. In this way Station 
Forty-two is indicated. The other stations will be indi- 
cated in a similar manner, the second number struck by 
the alarm bell corresponding to the number in unit's 
place, either 2, 33.4, 5, 6, or 7, as the case mayeoes

FIRE REGULATIONS. 
¢ 


The Firewardens of the Littleton Fire Distri¢thave 
established the following regulations for the better pro- 
tection of property in this Distriét, in compliance with 
Sec. 9, Chap. 94, of the General Statutes : 

All persons having the care or charge of ashes are 
strictly forbidden to keep or store any ashes nearer than 
100 feet to any building unless they are kept in an iron 
brick or metalic receptacle. : 

The above regulation shall be in force from and 
after the First day of February, 1876. Any person 
guilty of a violation of the above regulation shall be lia- 
ble to a penatty of twenty dollars for each offence.

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REPORT OF THE FIREWARDS. 


To THE INHABITANTS OF LITTLETON FIRE DISTRICT: 


The Firewards wish to say that the fire company is 
well equipped with all necessary apparatus, excepting 
perhaps an extension ladder, that could be used on the 
South side of Main Street where there are so many 
wires running that should it be necessary to run up a 
ladder one of the ordinary kind could hardly be put up,. 
while an extension ladder could be run up anywhere 
and would be a valuable addition to the equipments 
now in the Hose House. 

There have been no fires within the limits of the dis- 
trict the past year, but at the same time there should be 
the same precautionary measures taken to. avoid them. 
All should look well to the places where ashes are de- 
posited, and where oils and shavings and other combus- 
tibles are kept. 

To us it seems that there should be some other ar- 
rangements made about the sprinkling of the streets. 
The present system of bidding it off by the tub at the 
lowest possible price, and then having it done accord- 
ing to the price paid, while all the people on the street 
are kicking because it is not done to suit them, yet 
they never go to the meetings and give support for a 
different manner of doing it, and at the same time will 
kick all summer at the Firewards. The old tud is 
hardly a suitable sprinkler where there is so much 
ground to be covered, and will probably not stand it 
more than a year or two at the longest. There should

be a sprinkler of more modern make that would do thé 
business better. Then let the job in some other way or 
hire it done by the hour, and then people would be bet- 
ter satisfied and the Firewards would nothave to stand 
the kicks and ** cusses” that they now do.

CHAPTER 53, Sect. 14. The clerk of any district 
having firewards or engineers shall forthwith, after their 
election, from time to time report their names and post- 
office addresses to the Town Clerks of the towns in which 
the district is situated: and if he fails to do so, he shall 
be fined twenty dollars, one-half for the use of the com-~- 
plainant and the other half for the use of the town. 

CHAPTER 43, Sect. 3. . Every town clerk, within 
thirty days after the annual meeting, shall report * * * 
to the insurance commissioner * * * [thenames and post- 
office addresses] of the local firewards. He shall also 
make like reports concerning such local officers elected or 
appointed at other times, immediately after their election 
or appointment. * * * Any Town Clerk who neglects 
to make reports as required by this seétion shall be 
subject to pay a fine of twenty dollars for each failure, 
one-half for the use of the department to which he fails 
to report and the other half for the use of the town.

Section 1. Upon petition of ten or more legal voters, inhab- 


itants of any village situate in one or more towns, the selectmen © 


of such town or towns shall fix, by suitable boundaries, a district 


includi: g the village and such adjacent parts of the town or towns 
as may seem to them convenient, for any or either of the follow- 


ing purposes: The extinguishment of fires, the lighting or sprink- 
ling of streets, the planting and caring for shade and ornamental 


trees, the supply of water for domestic and fire purposes, the con-_ 


struction and maintenance of sidewalks and main drains or com- 
mon sewers, and the appointing and employing of watchmen and 
police officers. They shall cause a record of the petition and their 
doings thereon to be recorded in the records of the town in which 
the district is situate. : 3 | 
Section 2. Such selectmen shall also forthwith call a meet- 
ing of the legal voters residing in the district to see if they will 


vote to establish the district, and if so to choose necessary officers — 


therefor. They shall call the meeting and give notice thereof as 
town meetings are called and warned, excepting that the warrant 
should be posted at two or more public places in the district. 
Section 38. At such meeting the legal voters may by vote 
establish the district, give to it a name, and choose necessary 


officers therefor to hold office until the first annual meeting thereof; — 
and the district shall thereupon be a body corporate and politic, | 
and have all the powers in relation to the objects for which it was 
established that towns have or may have in relation to like objects, 

and all that are necessary for the accomplishment of its pur- 


poses. . 





Section 4. The selectmen of towns in which any such dis- — + ! 


trict has been established, upon petition, after notice to parties in-

men’s proceedings and decision thereon to be recorded in the 
records of the district and of the towns in which it is situated, 
within sixty days after the decision. 

Section 5. A district established for any of the purposes 
mentioned in section one may from time to time by vote add 
thereto any other of said purposes; and from and after such vote 
it shall have all the powers and rights in relation to the new pur- 
poses that it previously had in relation to its original purposes. 

Section 6. The officers of such districts shall consist ef a 
moderator, a clerk, three commissioners, a treasurer, and stich 
other officers and agents as the voters thereof may judge necessary 
for managing the district’s affairs, or as may be directed by law to. 
be chosen. 

Section 7. The moderator, ~ clerk, treasurer, and 
commissioners shall severally qualify and possess the same powers 
and perform the same duties in respect to the district’s meetings 
and business affairs that the moderator, clerk, treasurer, and se- 
lectmen of towns respectively possess and perform in respect to 
like matters in towns. They shall hold office for one year and 
until their successors are chosen and qualified. The commission- 
ers shall fill vacancies in the offices of clerk and treasurer and in 
their own board, in the same manner as selectmen are rede to 
fill vacancies in corresponding town offices. : 

Srecrion 8. The annual meetings of such districts shall be 
holden in the month of March each year, beginning with the 
March next succeeding the establishment thereof. 

Section 9.» In case of a vacancy in the office of commission- 
ers, or of their neglect or refusal to warn a meeting or insert an 
article in the warrant, or of failure to hold an annual meeting, a 
meeting of the district may be called and warned in the same 
manner as in like cases in towns. | 
Section 10. Upon petition of ten or more legal voters to the 


commissioners of any such district, they shall prepare, post, and 
correct a check-list of the legal yoters of the district for use at 
any meeting, as supervisors of the check-list are required to do in 
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case of towns; and such check-list may be used in the election of 
officers or otherwise as a check-list may be used in town meet- 
ings. 

SECTION 11. Whenever the district votes to raise money by 
‘taxation for any of its purposes, the clerk shall, within ten days 
thereafter, deliver a certified copy of such vote to the selectmen of 
each town which contains any part of the district. If the district 
is situated wholly within one town, the tax shall be assessed by | 
the selectmen of that town and committed to the collector of taxes _ a 
thereof as required by law. If it is situated in two or more towns, 
the selectmen of aJl such towns shall act together as joint-board in 
assessing such taxes, and shall make due return thereof to the 
town clerk of each town, and shall commit said taxes to some per- 
son by them to be appointed, with a warrant under their hands 
and seal requiring him to collect the same and pay the money so 
collected to the treasurer of the district; and such collector. shall 
qualify, and shall perform the duties and have the powers in re- 
spect to such taxes that collectors of towns have in respect to taxes 
committed to them for collection. The power to abateand correct 
the assessment of such taxes shall belong to the board authorized 
to assess them; and aggrieved parties shall have the same > remedies 

- for relief as in case of town taxes. 

Section 12. If any such district cannot obtain for a reason- 
able price any land or easement in land required by it for its pur- 
poses, it may, through its commissioners or other duly authorized 
agents, make and file in the town clerk’s office of each town in 
which such land is situated a description thereof by reference to 
permanent bounds or other means of description, and petition the 
selectmen of the town or towns in which the district is situated

_ for the assessment of the owner’s damages. All subsequent pro- 


ceedings and rights of all parties in interest shall be the same asin 
taking land for highways located in one town or two adjoining 
’ towns, as the case may be. 
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Section 14. The clerk of any district having firewards or | 
engineers shall forthwith, after their election, from time to time 
report their names and post-office addresses to the town clerks of 
the towns in which the district is situated; and if he fails to do so 
he shall be fined twenty dollars, one half for the use of the com- 
,plainant, and the other half for the use of the town. 

Section 15. Any such district; and any district now in ex- 
istence having the rights and powers of a village fire district, 
may, by a two-thirds vote of its legal voters, terminate its exist- 
ence ana dispose of its corporate property. 

Section 16. Village districts and precincts established under 
laws heretofore in force may adopt the provisions of this chapter, 
and thereupon shall have the rights conferred thereby and be gov- 

_erned by the same. Unless they do so, the laws under which 
_they were organized shall continue in force as to them notwith- 
standing their repeal in general terms.’
